New Y<»rk, April 27. — U. L. Tliomas. the Ken- 
tucky uwiuT who retiiriKMl to the turf this year 
.•ifter ill) al)senre of nearly two decades, won his 
tirsi race in the east when Laura Clay heat her 
opponents for the KInihurst Stakes at .Tauiaiea this 
HfierniHa). Laura Clay was coupled with Aunt Rose 
as the Thomas entry and won easily, after making 
a rush throua:h the stretch. The entry was welt 
supported and durinit the greater part of the la^Uing 
shared favoritism with Itlue Heron, the i)acemaker, 
which took .second money. 

In the other stake feature — the Paumonok flaudi- 
eap--tlie i-olors of I!. T. Wilson. Jr., were seeu in 
front at the tinish of a race for the first time this 
year. The gold and greeti .facket was carrieil hy 
Red River, a fast son of Tatherless. vshich had not 
liefore Imeii seen iu puhlic this season. Ke<l River, 
well suiiported hy the stable connections, upset one 
of the hottest favorites of the day in Superman, 
from .lames R. Keene’s harn, which was heavily 
hacked h.v the puhlic on the strength of umatnimoiily 
fast work. 

With much more favorable weather than on the 
ojienlng ilay. the crowd was hut little, if aii.v, short 
of that which s:iw the running of the r.x«'elsior 
ll.andicaii yesterda.v. A gmsl card was offered ami 
the sport was fully up to anticipations, alludf the 
playtMs had tlie worst <»f the si>eculation. as .Mara- 
thon was the only favorite to win and he was not 
strongly siip|iorted. though always held at a short 
price. 

The Kct'iie staide f.oiml some coiisidation for the 
defeat of Superman in the victory of Seisiy in the 
closing race, which won in a drive from company 
of fair quality. 

In the second race Tartan bn»ke down on the 
first turn. There was mneh crowding here and his 
injury ma.v have been dtie to this. He was so badly 
crippled that it was decided, after a careful veterin- 
ary examination, that it was useless to try to save 
him and he was shot. 

The aceideuts on the first turn brought an order 
from the management that in future all unclosed 
races programmed f<ir one mile and seventy yards 
would be changed to one mile and a sixteenth. This 
will give a longer run before the turn is reached.

— Under a bright sky and 
tvilh a crowil that taxed the <‘apacily of the old 
Kentucky .\ss<s-ialion course, the spring im'eting 
that Lexinglonians have looked forward to with 
much interest was ushered in this afterniKin. .Vn ex- 
cellent program had h<-en providml and the racing 
was good. Surprist's were in order, the winners in 
four of tile six races coming from unexpeiUcd quar- 
ters. The winners of Isdh of the two-year-old races 
were locally trained horses and were given hut slight 
eousiderallon hy their owners. 

iu the second race WiMslford Clay’s colors were 
carried h.v Merry water, considered liy him one of 
the most promising youngsters he lias ever trained. 
■Merrywater was green at the liarrier and had no 
l•llan«•e. as she was all Init left at the post. She 
closed n big gap in Ihi* run around the far turn, Imt 
tired percept ilily in the final furlong and was eased 
up at Hie finish. Hrover Hughes furnished the win- 
ner, Skyo. which showed sensational sjieed and won 
with ridiculiHis ease, after lieiiig eased up all 
through the last sixteenth. 

.lolin .Marts led all the way and w<m the race 
for two-year-old colts and geldings. Colonel Bob, 
K. tl. Kanu and Great Pirate were the ones most 
fancied. The later tlnislied second. The other two 
did not show to any great advantage. 

The conditions of the third race were framed to 
suit Kentucky Derby eligihles. five of the eight 
starters being entered in that classic.

Charles Grainger headed a tiarly 
of Louisville peiqde.

Her unfitness was ap- 
parent to the veriest novice Imlh during her pre- 
liminary gallop and sults«‘queut parade to the i«>st, 
she lieing Utile more than able to tiHhlle along 
on either o<-easlon.
